NORA  ANDY  NAPALTJARRI 
UNTITLED  PAINTING 

Nora  Andy  Napaltjarri  was  bom  in  Papunya 
and  resides  at  Mount  Liegig,  60kms  west  of 
Papunya.  She  is  of  the  Warlpiri  Tribe.  The 
Andy  family  is  a  highly  respected  group  of 
talented  painters  and  are  custodians  of  many  of 
the  Dreaming  legends  of  their  region. 

The  rendering  of  sand  painting  on  canvas  or 
masonite  is  essentiaDy  a  contemporary 
movement  of  Australian  painting,  which  began 
around  1971.  The  subjects  and  symbols  are 
traditional,  yet  the  medium,  acrylic  on  canvas, 
modem.  This  unites  the  richness  of  centuries;  a 
balance  of  man  with  his  environment  and  a 
highly  developed  philosophy  imiquely 
Aboriginal.  Sand  painting  comes  from  four 
main  communities:  Mount  AUen,  Papunya, 
Napperby  and  Yuendemu.

The  painting  by  Nora  Andy  depicts  a  bush 
tucker  dreaming  of  the  Kungka  Kuttara  legend. 
The  Kungka  Kuttara  (literally  meaning  two 
women)  are  auntie  and  niece  in  the  Dreamtime 
and  todays  kinship  relations.  The  Kungka 
Kuttara  travelled  extensively  during  the 
Dreamtime  and  set  down  the  guidelines  of  food 
gathering  traditions  still  respected  by  tribal 
people  today.  Uparli  is  similar  to  a  bush 
banana.  The  central  circle  depicts  the  plant 
and  the  women  symbolised  by  U-shapes, 
Napaltjarri  and  Nugala,  are  digging  for  bush 
banana  with  their  digging  sticks  (the  bars)  and 
put  them  in  their  wooden  coolamons  (oval 
shapes).  The  site  where  this  dreaming  takes 
place  is  at  Papunya,  250kms  west  of  Alice 
Springs.  The  difference  of  dots  in  the 
background  represents  the  different  terrain 
such  as  sandhills,  claypan,  spinifex  grasses  etc.
